THE DUTY OP THE NATION TO BREAK 
EVERY YOKE. 

THE TESTIMONY' OF DR. TTNG. 

[Concluding portion of .a Salmon, preached on Faet-day, 
hy the Rev. Stephen H. Tyno, D.D., Pastor of St. George’s 
Episcopal Churoli, New York.] 

The demanded supremacy and universal acknow¬ 
ledgment of established slaveliolding, was the one 
real occasion of this struggle. This wae the demand, 
pressed in every variety of shape, and by every class 
of public appeal. In Congress, in toe Courts, in pub¬ 
lic addresses, in Convention resolutions, they have 
said to toe resisting people: Acknowledge it; cease 
to contend with it ; allow its establishment; submit 
to its dominion; it is the right, and toe onlv right 
relation of the black man to the white, or of labor to 
capital; it is Scriptural; it is benevolent; it is 
humane ; it is refining ; it is exalting ; no other sys¬ 
tem of social dependence and services is equally so ; 
allow its universal sway and law, and we will con¬ 
sent to be at peace. This was the constant cry in 
the time of peace. This was the varied cry for war. 
This was toe unceasing demand of those who have 
made the war. A vast portion and a final majority ' 
of the people have calmly but earnestly resisted the 
extension of this oppression in every shape. They 
would earnestly have desired, in a peaceful coloniza¬ 
tion, in a liberal purchase at any cost, in any system 
of progressive and gradual emancipation, to have 
removed the evil, unitedly and peacefully. Every 
offer, every suggestion was refused and reviled ; and 
now it has been forced into toe issue of war. And 
the government must go forward, and toe rising peo¬ 
ple must speak unto them that they go forward, and 
make toe final issu4 of the war the settling of this 
all-corroding question. It has now come before the 
tribunal, without our seeking it. Let us take care 
that toe cause be so rlghteousty adjusted, that there 
be no further appeal to toe vindicating and chasten¬ 
ing providence of God, in future contests for its sake. 
Its merits are now in contest in our mature genera¬ 
tion. Let us not, in timorous hesitation, throw it for¬ 
ward to our children or their children, to adjudicate 
in further loss of blood and peace and treasure to 
them, as an issue' which our time-serving policy 
weakly dreaded to meet. Let it cost us what it may, 
our interest, and the welfare of our posterity, demand 
that we should not again throw forward ihe load 
upon others. Wo hesitated at the demand of right¬ 
eousness and mercy in the complete overthrow of this 
system of bondage, when, a quarter of a century 
since, 2,000,000 were tbe clients for our justice. Is it 
an easier task now that they have increased to 
4,000,000? Will the case be more readily adjudi¬ 
cated in the future doublings of the numbers 
involved ? Why shall we require our sons to bear a 
yoke which neither we nor our fathers have been 
able to bear ? As long as it remains unsettled, we 

Mr. Jefferson say, when this people were in their 
infancy, of little more than half a million : “ I trem¬ 
ble for my country, when I remember that God is 
just.” Had the men of his dayremoved the load for¬ 
ever, how peaceful and free from fear and contest 
would have been our dispensation and appointed 
life. Every motive of interest, of justice, of duty to 
our country and duty to our posterity, requires that 
we should’ determine on the absolute extinction of 
this burden now. Others have toe resbonsibility of 
bringing up this subject to view in a shape and rela¬ 
tion which we should never have desired. Let us not 
lose the occasion of putting it, in a final extinction of 
slavery in our land, beyond the reach of further poi¬ 
soning our inheritance, and embittering aU toe rela¬ 
tions of our life. To do this now, or solemnly to pur¬ 
pose to do this, wisely, quietly, but with an unshrink¬ 
ing determination, is, in this great relation, ‘‘ to do 
justly, to love mercy, and to walk humbly with our 
God.” It is the absolute call of righteousness in the 
nation, of public acknowledgment of national injus¬ 
tice, of justice to an innocent people oppressed and 
trodden upon because they have been weak, and of 
due and honorable regard to toe sense of public jus¬ 
tice and national duty, in toe concurrent judgment of 
mankind. 

More than this. Here are one million of enslaved 
Africans in the midst of this contest, in the vigor of 
adult years. They cannot be made, and they will 
not be kept, neutral in the contest. They understand 
its operation. They have, perhaps, very exaggerated 
expectations of its results. If our nation and gov¬ 
ernment do not in some way declare and establish, 
or enter upon the determined plan for, their emanci¬ 
pation, we cannot doubt that, sooner than the insur¬ 
gents will consent to submission, they will array, 
with toe promise of freedom, tlus whole immense 
host against us. It seems indubitable to my antici¬ 
pation, that we have but toe choice whether they 
shall be on our side or against us—whether, by an 
act of gracious justice, we shall place them on the 
standing of freemen, and take them out of the war¬ 
fare so far as we can ; or whether we shaU consent 
to see them thrust into a relation in which we really 
have no alternative left but their utter extermination, 
or our own untold losses and sufferings from their 
unreasoning and brfltal warfare. That such a choice 
and alternative alone remain to us, I confess I have 
110 doubt. Justice and mercy to this people, so long 
delayed, involve far more and greater difficulties than 
if they had been timely ministered in their healing 
power to bless and save them. 

I fully appreciate all the difficulties of dealing with 
this subject successfully according to our Constitu¬ 
tion. But I also appreciate the fact that the Cpn-
